U)f>0 agenda 
entitled "AUTHORIZATION 
FOR THfO CONDUCT OF 
LEGAL PROCEEDINGS ON 
BEHALF OF TORRANCE 
UNIFIED SCHOOL DIS­ 
TRICT (FOLDING BLEACH­ 
ERS)," under Business and 
financial procedures.

« Such losses might be re- 
iced to zero dollars if t h e 

respectable school board prac­ 
tice of opening bids in pub­ 
lic at school board meetings 
on large cost items were util­ 
ized.

This Item might seem small 
Indeed to a superintendent 
whrf, that very night, reflects 
on a $10,000,600 bond repay- 
glient schedule over the next 
TRW years, and further i«
 omewhat responsible for a 
current year budget of about 
$10,000,000.

As for further information 
on this item, the assistant 
superintendent in charge of 
business was absent so I a$- 
numed questions would have 
been difficult to.answer. 
0In this same area of t h e 
agenda, there were two con­ 
tracts let with absolutely no 
comment or question what- 
Boever by the board in its ap­ 
proval of these two action 
items.

Last year at this time there 
was con."' rlprabv'" discussion 
over the dairy products con-, 
tracts. At tiiat. time the as- 

'^stant superintendent allud­ 
ed to a local dairyman's 
threat to "discontinue accom­ 
modating you on your educa­ 
tional field trips."

Irregularities in other bids 
might also be significant, for 
instance, at a June 7, 1060, 
board meeting of T.U.S.D. 
they were discussing the 
granting of a sizeable con- 

^1 ruction contract and the 
business nuperintendent was 
heard by me to say to the 
board, "I might as well toll 
you how he got the bid." This 
is quite considerable of a
